A Pioneer Farmer ot Maoon Coun- 


ty and an Upright Citizen 


Called Away. 


Ephraim Bear pawed away in death at 


12 o'clock to-day m the 76th year ot his 
age, at his home, No. 1016 North 
College street, after an illneea ex-tend- 
ing through nearly a year, caused by 
old age, stomach trouble and general 
debility. Mr. Bear h»d been confined to 
hia bed for a period ot three weeks. At 
the last all his children, four daughters 
and three sons, were »t the bedside, an- 
ticipating bis slightest wish and hoping 
for his reeoyery. Mr, Bear realized that 
death was near, and be was prepared to 
go. Onoe he said, "It is all right," and 
even while he Buffered he bad a look of 
recognition or a unite for hie children 
and friends. 


About an hour before his death Mr. 


Bear called to hie Bids Bsv. James Wer- 
ner, with whom he bad been associated 
in reunions work for over forty yeare, 
and had known when a boy in Pennsyl- 
vania, and requested him to read a chap- 
ter from the Bible and offer prayer. 


Ephraim Bear was bom m Cumber- 


loud county, Pa., July 20,1818, and came 
from an old German family At the age 
of 26 be married Mies Elizabeth Mounts 
and to the couple was born one eon, 
/Lo died at the age of 17 months. The 
mother died four yean after her mar- 
riage. At the ago ot 30 yeare deceased 
moved to Franklin county, Fa., where he 
remained until 1853. June 3d of that 
year he landed in Decatnr, com'ng west 
with his brother, Jacob Bear, nod leaao 
Hhellabarger. They drove overland to 
Decatnr and settled in Barrietown town- 
ship. Mr. Bear secured 120 aoree ot 
land, for which he paid $7 per acre- 
He at onoe began the development of his 
farm.

Hickory township; Charles C. Bear, 
harness dealer, Deoatnr; Martha Ellen, 
widow of Henry 0. Blaine, Deoatnr. 
Misses Leah Lou and Olive May Bear, 
Since 1878 he had lived the life of a re- 
tired farmer. He had led a busy life and 
as a result ot his indnetry had acquired 
a competency. Early in lite be was 
a Whig, and einee the dissolution ot that 
party he bad been a Republican. For 
forty yeare he had been a member and 
faithful worker in the Church ot God, 
and bad served fts an Elder alter oomiig 
to Illinois.

the same place, were brought to the 
Homeopathic hospital, in Pittsburgh, 
badly burned and otherwise injured, 
and will probably die. Mr».Campbell,of 
Dequesene, and a lady, name unknown, 
who resided at Port Perry, are reported 
badly hurt. Five of the injured re- 
ceived the attention of the physicians 
in the office of the Carnegie steal com- 
pany at Bessemer, but their names 
were not obtained. The trainmen es- 
caped serious injury. 


Two coaches remained on the track, 


but were badly wrecked and caught 
fire, adding horror to the disaster. 
The estimated number of

CHICAGO, Dec. 30.—The democracy of 


Chicago was victorious at the polls yes- 
terday, when a mayor was selected for 
the unexpired term of th» late Carter 
H. Harrison. The new mayor is John 
P. Hopkins, andbiadefeatedopponent, 
George P. Swift, now mayor ad inter- 
im, will resume his duties as al- 
derman. The campaign was short and 
sharp, and the contest a close one, as 
shown by the following figures: Hop- 
kins, 112,956; Swift, 111,736; plurality for 
Hopkins, 1,230. -The total vote polled 
was 227,307, there being two other 
candidates in the field. The election 
passed off quietly. A democratic ma- 
jority of 10,000 was expected, and the 
small difference between the party 
votes indicates that Chicago is not 
safely democratic at a local election. 
The late Mayor's great personal popu- 
larity was responsible for the large 
democratic majority given him last 
spring. President Cleveland influenced 
the election by recently appointing 
Washington Hessing, a close political 
friend of Hopkins, postmaster of this 
city, and thereby bringing the German 
press and voters into line for the dem- 
ocratic nominee.

LONDON. Dec. 20.—The correspond- 


ent at Barcelona ol the Central Sews 
say fc that the police have unearthed 
several branches of an anarchist so- 
ciety and have seized documents and 
books pertaining to the cause. Many 
arrests are expected to follow. The 
documents seized disclose the names Ol 
hose belonging to the society and 
icir modus opcrandi. The rules are 
amed on the most stringent lines, 
id death is threatened to traitors to 
he society.

ers. The police have also traced the 
aiakers of t,ix bombs that were discOT- 
red in various places in Barcelona.

The analysisof experts who exam _ 
he bomb thrown into the Lyeeu 
lieater that did not explode has be 
rablished. The bomb weighed a ki 
rrarume, and the ea&infr was a centi- 
icter thick. The missile was divided 
nto two parts. 
The first section, 


which was roughly made, contained 
leven tubes. The second section dis- 
>layed bettor workmanship. Thl* con- 
ained nine tubes. The experts state 
,liat had this bomb exploded scarcely 
anyone in the exposed parts of the 
theater would have escaped alive. Tbe 
only thing that prevented its explosion 
was its faulty make.
